HUNTERS  POINT  YOUTH  SHOT  BY  TAG  SQUAD 


Jim  ?iv  Conner  ,  a  sixteen  year  old  youth, 
was  shot  in  the  back  last  Saturday  a/temoon 
by  San  Franciscans  fascist  Tac  Squad  f>igs. 
This  \vas  an  ouert  attempt  to  m  trder  another 
youth  in  the  Black  Community,  This  action 
follows  a  pattern  set  forth  by  the  Son  Fran¬ 
cisco  pigs.  Their  excuse  was  the  usual  one 
--  suspicion  of  auto  theft.  They  murdered 
Matthew  Johnson  in  196G  under  this  pretext. 
Just  a  few  weeks  ago  they  murdered  Albert 
Linihcome  in  cold  blood.

A  new  revoiutionaiy  warrior  has  been  born 

into  our  midst.  Our  new  Utcle  brother's  name 

is  Anronio  Maceo  Cleaver*  He  is  the  son  of  our 

Minister  of  Information,  Hlidridge Cleaver*  and 

oLir  Communications  Secretary,  Kathleen  Clea¬ 
ver* 

He  is  nameij  after  the  Black  Cuban  revolu¬ 
tionary,  Antonio  Maceo  (1^48- 1S^6)  who  played 
a  vital  role  in  the  struggle  of  the  Cuban  people 
for  independence  from  Spain,  He  was  one  of 
the  few  leaders  in  the  struggle  that  refused 
to  agree  with  the  phony  Armistice  Pact 
proposed  in  1878  by  the  Spanish  government 
aftei  an  aimed  SQ’uggle  of  the  Cuban  people 
against  the  Spanish  rulers*  Unfortunately*  the 
majority  of  the  Cuban  leaders  accepted  the  Pact 
and  the  Cuban  people  were  forced  to  suffer 
the  consequences  of  continuing  Spanish  op 
pression*  exploitation  and  brutality  toward 
them,  Antonio  Maceo^  (like  our  brother  and 
leatJer  Rldridge  Cleaver),  was  forced  to  leave 
the  country  -  into  exile. 

In  1892  Jose  Marti  who  was  the  founder 
of  the  Cuban  Revolutionary  Party  along  with 
Antonio  Maceo  and  other  revolutionary  leaders 
planned  an  uprising  against  the  Spanish  rule 
On  Pebruary  24*  1895,  the  call  to  war  was 
heard  all  over  Cuba*  In  April*  Maceo  landed 
in  Cuba  with  a  rebel  group.  Jose  Marti  was 
supreme  chief;  Maximo  Gomes;  was  Comman- 
der-in- Chief  of  the  Liberation  Army;  Anronio 
Maceo  was  IJeurenam.  The  hriliiant  military 
sttategy  and  tactics  of  Maceo  and  Gomex  was 
called  -the  most  daring  military  campaign 
o  the  century,-  tif^ie  around*  Spain

with  your  own  eyes,  you  should  know  that  suHerlng  is  color^ 
blind^  that  the  victims  of  TtnperialtsjTi.  Racism*  Colonialism 
and  Nco-colontolismi  egme  in  all  colors^  and  I  hat  they  need  a 
unity  based  on  revolutionary  principles  rather  than  skin  color.

OUT  dogmatism,  our  arm-lwistJng, 
etc,— seem  to  me  to  be  of  secondary  imponimce.  becauiic.  with 
the  e;(ceptjon.  perhaps^  of  the  honorable  Elijah  Muhammad, 
you  are  ihe  most  dogmatic  cat  on  the  scene  today,  and  IVc 
never  known  you  to  be  opposed  to  twisting  arms  or,  for  that 
matter,  necks,  in  many  ways  your  letter  struck  me  as  being 
an  Kho  and  rehash  of  the  charges  brought  against  the  party 
by  Ihe  bootlickers  before  the  McClellan  Committee,  And 
since  you  chow  this  moment  to  denounce  the  party*  we— and 
Jam  sure  many  other  people  outside  the  parly— must  look 
upon  your  letter  in  Ihii  light  The  only  point  in  your  letter 
that  I  think  is  really  you  the  mM-iboui-ttwiTonn  ivni. 
whirej.  because  it  hna  been  Uiis  point  OH  whjch  our  differences 
have  turned  from  the  very  beginning. 

You  have  never  been  able  to  distinguish  the  history  of  the 
Black  Panlhcr  Party  from  the  history  of  the  organization  Of 
which  you  were  once  the  chairman— the  Student  Non-Vioicnt 
Coordinating  Committee,  It  is  undcrstutidable  that  you  can 
hove  such  fears  of  bkck  organiwilioni  being  coni  rolled,  or 
partly  controlled,  by  whites,  because  most  of  your  years  in 
SNCC  were  ipeni  under  precisely  those  conditions.  But  the 
Black  Panlher  Parly  has  never  been  in  that  situation  Because 
wc  hjive  never  had  lo  wrest  control  of  our  organization  out  of 
the  hand-i  of  whiles,  wc  have  not  been  shackled  with  ihe  type 
of  paranoid  fear  that  was  developed  by  you  cats  in  SNCC* 
Therefore  wc  arc  able  to  sii  down  with  whiles  and  hammer  oui 
solutions  to  our  comrwn  problems  without  tremblmg  in  our 
boots  about  whether  or  noi  we  might  get  taken  over  in  the 
process,  U  ho*  always  seemed  lo  me  that  you  bcliutc  the 
intelligence  of  your  black  brothers  and  sisters  when  you 
consumtly  warn  them  that  they  had  better  bcwiirt  of  while 
folks.  After  all,  you  are  not  the  only  black  person  oul  of 
Babylon  who  has  been  victimized  by  white  racism,  But  you 
iCund  aSi  though  you  are  scared  of  while  people,  fli  though 
you  ore  soil  running  away  from  slavicH:alchers  who  will  lay 
hands  on  your  body  and  dump  you  in  a  bug.

It  vvji  ihii  blindness  thiii  Its!  yoi^^ 
to  the  defense  of  Adam  Clsiyion  Powell,  that  Jackal  from 
harlem,  when  he  came  under  attack  by  his  brother  jackals  in 
Congress,  And  it  was  this  blindness  that  led  you  to  tlie 
defense  of  that  black  cop  in  Washington,  D.C.,  who  was  being 
fucked  over  by  the  whites  above  him  in  the  Police  Department 
.for  whom  he  fitmed  his  gun  us  he  patrol  ted  the  blttck  coifi' 
niunlty.  In  short,  your  habit  of  looking  at  the  world  through 
blackHtolorcd  gfasses  would  lead  you,  on  the  domestic  level,  to 
close  ranks  with  such  enemies  of  black  people  Oi  Jan«s 
Farmer,  Whitney  Voung.  Roy  Wilkins  and  Bon  Karengatand 
on  the  inter  national  level  you  would  end  up  in  the  same  bug 
with  hipa  Doc  Duvalicr,  Joseph  Mobutu,  and  Haile  Selassie. 
Yes,  Wc  opposed  that  shii  then  and  wc  appose  it  now  even 
more  strongly,  especially  since  the  Nixon  AdminisimtLon  has 
stolen  your  program  from  you  and.  I  think,  included  you  out. 

And  now  yOn  arr  going  10  liberate  .Africa  1  Where  are  you 
going  to  5tart4  Ghana?  The  Congo?  Bufra?  Angola?  Mozam¬ 
bique?  South  Africa?  If  you  are  not  aware  oF  it.  I  think  chat 
you  should  know  that  the  brothers  m  Africa  who  are  involved 
in  arniEd  struggle  against  the  Colonialists  would  like  nothing 
better  than  for  you  to  pack  up  your  suitcase  full  of  African 

souvcEiyLrs  and i  back  lo  Huhvion.  Th<‘v' 

TFc  fiii-mou thing  you  did  in  Dar-es-Salaam  when  you  pre- 
sumed  to  tell  them  how  lo  conduct  their  business.  Ii  seems  to 
me  that  you  arc  now  tropped  between  the  extremes  of  yOur 
own  rhetoric  On  the  one  hand,  you  h.ivc  cut  your^lf  oiP 
from  (he  struggle  in  Babylon,  and  on  the  other  hand,  you 
Lire  not  about  to  become  the  Redeemer  of  Mother  Africa. 

The  enemies  of  bluck  people  have  learned  something  FrPm 
history  even  if  you  haven’t,  and  they  tire  discovering  new  ways 
to  divide  us  faster  than  we  afe  dlscosering  new  ways  to  umie 
One  thing  they  know*  and  we  know*,  (hat  seems  to  escape 
you,  is  that  (here  is  not  goitiig  (o  be  any  revolution  or  black 
liiseratian  in  the  United  Ktutes  as  long  as  revolutionary  blacks, 
whiles,  Mexicans,  pueno  Ricuns*  Indians,  Chinese  iihd 
Eskimos  are  unwilling  or  unable  to  unite  inio  liomc  funciional 
machinery  thnl  can  cope  with  [he  siiualion.  Your  talk  and 
fears  about  premature  coalition  arc  absurd,  because  no  coali¬ 
tion  againsi  oppression  by  forces  po'kses.sing  rcvoluiianary 
integrity  can  ever  be  premature.  If  anything,  it  is  loo  fate,  be¬ 
cause  the  forces  of  caunlLTrcvolution  arc  sweeping  the  world, 
and  this  is  happening  precisely  beCtiuSc  in  the  past  ItCOple  Hav'e 
been  united  on  a  basis  that  perpetuates  disunity  among  races 
and  Ignores  basic  revolutioruiry  principles  and  analyse.^ * 

You  arc  peeved  because  the  Black  Panther  Piirty  informs 
ttself  With  the  revolutionary  principles  of  Marxism-Leninism, 
but  if  you  look  around  the  world  you  wlH  set  that  the  only 
countrie:;  which  ha  it  liberated  themselves  and  managed  lo 
withstand  the  tide  of  the  counlerrcvolulion  arc  precisely  (hose 
countries  that  have  strong  .Mamisi-Lcninist  piarties.  AU  (hose 
count rin  thnl  have  fought  for  their  liberation  solely  On  the 
basis  of  nationalism  have  fallen  victims  to  capitalism  and 
neo-^zolonialism,  and  in  many  cases  now  Find  themselves  under 
tyrannies  equally  at  oppressive  jis  the  fornser  colonial  regimes. 

That  you  know  nothing  about  (he  revolutionary  process  is 
clear:  that  you  know  evirn  less  about  ihc  United  States  and  its 
people  ii  clearer;  and  (hat  you  know  still  les^s  alMJUt  humanity 
than  you  do  about  the  rent  is  even  clearer.  You  speak  about 
an  "un dying  love  for  black  people.^'  An  undying  love  For 
black  people  that  denies  the  humnnuy  of  o(her  people  is 
doomed.  It  wlis  an  undying  love  of  white  people  for  each  other 
which  led  (hem  to  deny  the  humanity  of  colored  iwople  and 
which  has  strigrped  while  ivoplc  of  htiriiJiniiy  itself.  Ii  would 
seem  to  me  ihtii  un  undying  love  for  our  people  woultL  ai  ihe 
Very  Leasi.  lead  you  la  a  litratcgy  that  would  aid  our  struggle 
for  liberation  instead  of  leading  you  into  a  eon  htion  of  purpose 
with  the  McCJellnn  Committee  in  its  attempt  to  dpitroy  the 
Black  ffjmhcr  Party, 

Well,  so  long,  Slokely,  and  late  care.  And  beware  of  some 
white  folks  and  of  some  black  folks,  because  I  UMurc  you  (hat 
some  of  both  of  (hem  have  teeth  that  will  bite.  Rcmenjl>!r  what 
Brother  Malcolm  said  in  his  /Xuiobiography :  "Wc  had  the 
best  organtziiiion  (hat  the  black  man  has  ever  had  in  (he 
United  Slates— and  niggers  ruined  itr'PovvEfl  rci  JUt  Pioi’I.eI

L  CALLFORNtA  STATUTES  FOR  CHOOSING  GRAND 
JURORS  VIOLATE  THE  FOURTEENTH  AMENDMENT  TO 
THE  UNITED  STATES  CONSTITUTION 

Statute*  wboae  prevlalnu*  invalve  possible  deprivation 
Of  liberty  must  provide  clear-cut  sta/idard*  of  application. 
Placing  an  unfettentd  discretion  in  the  hands  of  those  wha 
administer  the  law  is  an  Inadequate  safeguard  tor  personal 
Liberty,  Glaccla  v.  Penflsylvanla,  362  U.S.  399,  &G  S  Ct.  3lS 
(I966X 

The  CallfOmlH  statute*  an  the  formation  of  the  grand 
jury  provide  »  standards  for  choosing  a  representative 
grand  Jury;  they  allow  Judge e  or  jury  commissioners  an 
unfettered  discretion  la  choose  a  grand  jury  in  any  manner 
they  deem  proper, 

Feual  Code  sections  397  through  993.4  provide  tor  the 
method  of  soletUng  the  grand  Jury,  The  essence  of  these 
sections  Is  that  the'grand  Jury  is  selected  by  the  Judges  or 
the  Jury  oommlsstoners  of  the  superior  courts  of  each 
county.  The  only  slandard?  set  tor  such  seleotlan  (fn  addi¬ 
tion  to  meeting  the  basic  quallUcattons  of  sccUon  196  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure)  are  that  tho  prospective  grand 
Jurors  be  to  possession  of  thetr  natnrol  faculltos,  not  be 
infirm  or  decrepit,  be  of  fair  diameter  and  approved  Integ¬ 
rity.  The  grand  Jurors  are  to  be  chosen  from  the  different 
Judicial  districts  of  the  counties  to  proportion  to  the  number 
of  Inhabitants  thercLa^ 

These  statutory  provtoJoqs  are  very  general  In  nature^ 
They  specify  no  jnethod  hy  which  a  cross-section  of  the 
community  i*  to  be  assured  to  the  seiectlen  of  the  grand 
Jury,  The  general  stafidanls  of  fair  character  apd  integrity 
are  not  sufficiently  specific  to  Insure  such  a  cross-section. 
Thus,  like  Judge*  or  the  jury  CDRimlssloners  are  free  to 
cliDoso  IhiL'^  grand  Jury  from  any  racial,  ecwiDmlc,  religious 
or  age  group  with  no  spociflcattons  as  to  ibo  proportion. 
If  any,  to  come  from  oach  such  category.  Selection  of  Juror* 
from  different  judicial  districts  does  not  oDordthe  required 
specificity.  The  Judges  or  Jury  commissioners  are,  in  fact, 
free  to  choose  only  rich,  white  persons  from  each  of  the 
Judicial  districts^  Or  only  poor^  black  persons,  or  some  of 
each.  Thus,  the  official*  are  given  unguided  ^scrstlon  in 
their  choice  of  grand  Jurors. 

Such  a  method  of  Jury  selection  does  not  comply  with 
the  Constitution.  California  loglslalloo.  must  provide  stand¬ 
ards  which  are  deslgufcd  to,  and  do,  result  (n  choosing  a 
cross-section  of  the  community  without  under-representa- 
tlon  of  any  group  --  racial,  economic,  or  age. 

2.  THE  INDICTMENT  AGAINST  DEFENDANT  WAS  Rl^ 
TURNED  BY  AN  ILLEGALLY  AND  UNCONSTITUTIONALLY 
FORMED  GRAND  JURY 

The  indictment  undjer  which  defendant  wastrlrd  was  re¬ 
turned  by  a  grand  Jury  which  was  selected  in  a  moiuier 
which  violated  defendant's  rlghls  under  the  Fourtounth 
Amendment.  The  Alameda  County  procedure  for  selecting 
a  grand  Jury  systomatl rally  oxcludca  represcntalton  of 
young  per  BOOS,  lower  Incomo  groups,  aitd  members  of  live 
Bladk  community,  Defendani's  ixmvicLtou  uodur  gueh  an 
li^Ldmenl  must  b«  reversed  und^r  seltlod  ud  wclL-estab- 
llshod  prlnciplaa  of  conalltut tonal  law. 


A  method  of  graiKl  jury  selection  which  excludes  or 
sorJoualy  lUHtorreprsscnts  any  porUDn  of  the  communfly, 
whether  it  be  on  economic  class,  a  racial  group  or  a  slanlfl- 
conl  age  group,  caiuiot  wltbstand  cvnsitLIuttonal  attack.  The 
griiuu  jurj,  ijS*  ijm.  j»Ejt  jmr>,  must  Im  reprcsmtativs 
a  cross-section  of  lhe  cdmmiiBlty.  Lami  y,  Bc[inett,365F.^ 
698  (6tb  rir  1966);  Avery  v.  Georgia,  346  U*S.  559,  73  S.Ct, 
59)  (1953X  The  systematic  exclusiua  of  a  group  or  class  of 
persona  from  the  grand  Jury  denies  to  an  indicted  defend¬ 
ant  UlC  du^'  i>t  ijces*  and  equal  protection  ol  tSiB  laws. 
e.g.  Whlhvs  V  Georgia  36S  U.S.  645,  67  S.Ct,  643  (1967); 
Mill  V.  Texas,  316  U  S.  400,  62  S.Ct.  1169(1942);  People  v. 
White,  43  Cai,  2d  740  (1964), 

The  grand  jury  which  Indicted  defendant  was  picked  (mm 
the  friends  and  acquaintances  of  Alameda  Superior  Court 
judges.  These  friends  and  acquaintances  were  almost  exclu¬ 
sively  Caucasian  bustoess  and  professional  people,  over 
fifty  years  of  age.  This  method  of  selection  syslemiGcally 
excludes  the  poor,  Negroes,  and  young  residents  of  the 
county  who  are  eligible  to  serve. 

Alameda  County  Jury  Commlsslooer  Schnarr  and  Su¬ 
perior  Court  Judge  DIeden  testified  as  to  the  tormallon 
of  the  grand  Jury.  Each  of  the  twenty  Superior  Court  Judges 
In  Alameda  Cmmty  submit*  the  names  of  three  friends  er 
acquainlance*  (Reporter's  TranscrlpL  of  proccedtag*  on 
Jormary  26  and  February  2^  1963,  page  32;  defendant's 
(preltmLaary)  Exhlbli  C,  hereinafter  ''Preltmlnary  R.T  ■'), 
These  nominees  must  come  from  certain  Judicial  districts 
withto  the  county.  But,  aside  from  that  qualification,  there 
wore  not  staivdards  known  to  the  Jury  Commissioner  for 
choosing  nominees  (Preliminary  R  T  34,  46),  From  ihese 
sixty  names,  thirty  were  then  chosen  by 'lot  (preliminary 
R.T  52), 

Judge  DIeden,  the  presiding  Judge  who  Impaneled  u» 
grand  jury  which  indicted  defendant,  te^stlfled  (hat  ibcre 
was  00  set  of  staudarda  the  Judges  used  in  selecting  their 
three  nominees  (Rrcllmlnary  R  T,  64X  Judge  Dlcden  staled 
he  chose  three  friends  of  his  who  he  Lbqu^t  were  ^‘public 
spirited,"  ''interested  In  lhe  welfare  of  the  County,"  "'ol 
good  moral  character/'  and  "possessed  of  ordinary  Intelli¬ 
gence”  (preliminary  R.T.  85).  He  testlffedhedldnol  chooss 
poopLe  to  serve  Lf  It  would  be,  in  hJs  opinion,  an  ecmomlc 
hardship  (Preliminary  R  T  B6)v  He  agreed  the  grand  Jury 
was  not  chosen  at  random  (Preliminary  R.T.  69ju'*'6^  Judge 
took  no  stops  to  sec  that  itiE  nomtnues  included  pcrKxis 
In  lhePl-36age7rouP(PreUintoary  R.T  70),He  testlllod  that 
all  of  his  nominees  were  over  60  yvars  of  age  (Preliminary 
R.T  73-7I)l  The  Judge  also  thought  that  all  sixty  wiminees 
were  over  ED  yvars^  a(  age. 

The  superior  court  Judge  hearing  defendant's  ehallenge 
rejected  defendant's  offer  os  to  the  economic  and  age 
makeup  o(  the  AJimeda  County  Grand  Jury,  The  Judge

Attacks  on  the  exclusion  of  the  young  from  erond  Juries 
have  boon  made  In  several  cases*  in  each,  the  court  found 
the  young  to  be  under- represcEited*  but,  since  some  young 
persons  were  on  the  panel  or  were  nominees  for  the  panel, 
those  attacks  have  untforinly  failed.  Sco,  o.g.,  United  ^atca

The  Judicial  systooi  of  this  state  Is  mode  up  pre¬ 
dominantly  of  white  persons  over  40-50  year  5  of  ago,  former 
attorneys,  who  now  earn  in  excb'tis  of  $£0,000  per  year. 
When  these  persons  select  nominees  from  friends,  acquaint' 
ances,  ond  those  with  a  ilmilar  "communily  of  inieresis,*' 
one  could  hardly  expect  to  obtain  any  type  of  cro:sa-section 
of  the  community.

On  Thursday,  thejury  went  qul  to 
deliberate  at  a^ut  pm  and  the 
courtroom  was  cleared.  Tlw  Raji- 
Ihcrs  and  the  people  who  had  come 
down  to  supjiorE  Charles  sat  out  In 
the  hall  and  conducted  a  Bed  Book 
ela«.  Plirs  were  running  all  over 
the  place^  oinking:  becau^  they 
couldn't  stand  to  all  the  re~ 
VDlultenary  tumrades  fitting  to¬ 
gether  In  unity,  teaching  each  other 
abeojt  this  oppressive  system  and 
how  to  deal  wHli  u. 

After  waltlDg  outside  the  court 
until  fltwut  {j:60  pm,  we  went  back 
to  the  off  ICO  until  H;00  pm,  then 
wont  hack  to  the  court,  We  stayed 
outside  until  9  pm,  walling  for 
someone  to  come  unlock  the  front 
door.  When  w$  were  let  Jn  tho 
bulJding,  we  went  upstairs  to  I  ho 
coartroom.  It  too  was  lo^^ed,  so 
attorney  Charles  Carry  let  us  In 
the  wltnessen  wRlllng  room.  There 
while  waiMiig  (dr  the  judge  aAd 
the  jury  we  conducted  another  Bed 
Book  clasiyvoryciuleily  because^we 
knew  that  the  court  wanted  anyei:- 
cuse  they  could  find  to  throw  us  out 
of  the  building. 


Charles  Bursey  was  In  the  haU 
talking  to  Charles  Carry.  His  wife, 
Shell  1«  Bursey,  about  7  Par4thers, 
and  some  supporters  of  Charles'. 
Including  RLombers  Of  W^inn?n  for 
AcLloh.  and  a  lawyer  were  In  the 
hall  with  Charles  when  pns  of  our 
Comrades  oame  out  of  the  witness' 
waiting  room  and  Informed  us  ihat 
the  Judge  had  ordoredaveryoDeout 
of  itio  building  except  for  ibe  de¬ 
fendant  and  the  defense  team. 

A  public  trial  inwhal  Is  supposed 
to  be  (he  people' s courts,  ad mlnls^ 
lerlng  "Juatlcef'  for  all!  This  was 
suppoEo  to  have  bcenaneiia  tuple  of 
of  the  people,  by  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  for  the  people/'  according 
to  what  America's  Jive  Constitution 
says.  Btji  the  fact  Is  tJial  people 
aren'  t  even  allowed  in  the  couri- 
room  to  bear  witness  lo  iheir  so- 
called  "'fair  and  impartial  Jus¬ 
tice,”  which  lha  pigs  lund  down  ev¬ 
ery  day  to  Black  people  and  all  op- 
prt:'ssed  people.  Blgis  ha va  to  hide 
and  ifuieak  and  locic  doors  because 
they  ro  lying.  They're  lying  In  my 
face,  thoyrt*  lying  in  your  face, 
and  they  re  Ijing  in  the  tico  of 
every  man,  woman,  and  child  Jiv¬ 
ing  In  Babylon  today.

Jumping  uii  and  down, 
and  going  crasy  over  ait  those 
Panthers  sitting  quietly  In  frgnl  of 
the  adminlstratlgh  building, 

Ro  more  tJ^an  ten  minutes  after 
the  pigs  appeared.  Shell] B  and 
Charles  Garry  came  down  and  in¬ 
formed  us  that  Bursey  had  been 
convicted,  Charles  Garry  said  that 
We  had  Ju.it  witnessed  another  es- 
ample  of  racism  In  the  courlE  and 
America's  injustice  for  oppressed 
PBogle, 


Ctiirlee  Bursey  Es  now  a  poli¬ 
tical  prisoner,  like  lluey,  like  l-an- 
don  and  Rory,  like  Los  Slelc,  like 
all  people  who  oppose  this  racist, 
capllallstic  system  and  who  are 
rioilroaded  oir  to  jaij  by  these  pigs 
on  lrumfi*d-up  charges.

OD  the  morning  of  An^^ust 
199$,  many  Panthers  left  the  San 
Franc JacQ  Branch  of  the  BJsck 
Panther  Party  toco  Into  the  street* 
to  InforiQ  the  masse*  of  the  fas¬ 
cial  conditions  that  eaJat  In  this 
decadent  American  society^ 

In  the  early  momlne  hours,  the 
San  Francisco  Bus  Terminal  fs  a 
central  location  for  city  worker*. 
We  proceeded  Ut  this  location,  a- 
iQdg  with  four  other  Panther*  with 
papers  .  On  arrival  vc  aplllupln- 
to  different  areaSn  We  stationed 
ottraelves  at  the  two  doors  through 
which  the  workers  pass,  tor  arri¬ 
val  and  deperturo  of  buses.  We 
sold  papers  there  for  ahoul  one 
hour.  The  workers  were  steadily 
buying  papers,  Tlie  fascist  Stale 
pig  saw  this  and  ordered  u*  to 
move.  We  went  down  to  the  side¬ 
walk  where  another  brother  wras 
selling  papers,  off  of  the  so-called 
State  Property.  We  sold  papers 
and  educated  the  workers  there  for 
one  hour. 

Brother  liarold  Holmes  had  to 
return  early  in  order  lo  teach  the 
young  minds  of  the  rovoluHcinary 
brot^r*  and  sisters^  at  the  San 
Francisco  LlberaUcn.  School, 
Which  Is  located  at  1&42  £111*  St, 
In  the  Fillmore  lilstrict.  We  also 
wanted  lo  return  to  conllnuo  to 
sell  the  remainder  of  Our  popers  on 
Sutter  L  Fillmore.  We  walked  up  lo 
where  we  could  catch  the  bijs.  hack, 


w**  juii  unlusi  war,  and  now  ihay 
have  to  Join  a  jusl  war. 

At  thai  tJtno  the  Fascist  Stale 
Ptg  came  out  and  told  us  to  coma 
down  to  his  office.  We  asked  him 
for  a  reason  and  he  gave  none. 
We  then  Lnrormed  him  of  our  Con- 
stliutinnal  Fights,  a*  he  didn't  ap¬ 
pear  to  know  them^  Ignoring  this, 
he  grabbed  Herald  fay  the  tack  of 
fats  Jacket  and  pushed  him  Into 
the  Tercnlnal.  Ha  also  grabtwd 
Gall's  arm  and  pasbed  her  IntoUie 
terminal  with  the  attempt  lo  get 
us  downstairs^  Du  our  way  dorwu- 
sinlrs  the  two  soldiers  and  a  bus 
driver  followed  u*  do^vn.  The  three 
brothers  questioned  the  pig,  which 
Is  their  Constitutional  Right,  a*  to 
why  and  where  he  was  laklng  us. 
He  told  Uiom  lo  shut  up  and  to  get 
out  or  he  would  arrest  them.  Re- 
cognising  that  his  oink  was  Invalid, 
they  continued  lo  follow  ii*  to  ihe 
Fig's  office.  As  wo  proceeded  lo 
the  Pig's  office,  a  pregnant  sister 
saw  the  harassment  by  tbo  pig 
and  took  late  real. 

In  Ihe  office K  Fig  Moritgomory, 
asked  us  for  our  I  D  We  had 
none.  He  then  told  u*  wo  were  un¬ 
der  arrest  for  non-possession  of 
Identlflcallon.  Ho  asked  for  our 
names.  We  told  him.  Ho  asked  for 
OUr  addreSEr  Wetoidhim.  Heosked 
If  It  was  an  apartment  or  a  resi¬ 
dence.  Wo  told  him  that  wo  took

He  told  us  ho  didn't  want  to  hear 
that  ''nve'*  bit  ,  The  sergeant  jIg 
came  In  and  checked  on  the  ad¬ 
dress  and  said,  '*Thai'*  ihe  Black 
Panther  Office''',  That' s  when  fur- 
lui  rfl**moiiit  was  shown.  When 
us  tc  the  hack  pf  the  of- 
Harold  tried  to  give  the  sister , 
Ung  In  llie  doorway,  the  pa¬ 
pers  so  the  pig  wouldn't  get  them 
because,  they  take  them  !i43d  don' I 
give  them  back.  The  pig  snaiehod 
the  paper*  out.  of  ibe  sister' a  hands 
and  Chen  told  us  lo  go  la  the  back. 
Montgomery  soarcb^  Harold  like 
a  freak  and  then  Hirew  him  into 
the  coll.  Then  plgMontgomorytold 
us  lo  take  off  our  coat*.  Ho 
searched  them  also. 

The  pig  sargeanl,  then  c^lod 
down  to  City  Prison  and  said, 
'^We  got  some  Black  Panthersdown 
here,"  wtwn  ihe  pigs  came  down 
there  with  the  pig  wagon,  klont- 
gomery  told  them  our  charge  was 
6'17-E.  Gall  heard  them  say,  in  re¬ 
ference  to  Panthers.  ”Oh'  yeah, 
they're  some  smart  bastards.  Pig 
1106  then  came  to  handcuff  Gall  & 
Sharia  together.  He  asked  pig 
Montgomery  if  ^rla  was  a  girl 
Or  a  boy,  Sharia  ha*  a  large  na¬ 
tural,  was  wearing  large  earrings, 
and  her  measurewieats  are 
23-39  *0  you  can  see  the  haross- 
menl  right  there.  F|g  2-13  then  hand¬ 
cuffed  Harold.  We  could  see  tliat 
the  handcuff*  hurl  by  the  expres¬ 
sion*  on  HarDid's  face.

Not  un¬ 
til  wo  reached  the  bn U  bondsman's 
did  we  find  out  What  e47-E.  WBS. 
It  wasn't  for  noD-posessldfl  of  Ides- 
tlflcallon  It  wa*  for  loitering.

(ihe  lumpen)  wore  a  s«rlous  threat 
to  [h*  gambling  syndicate  in  Reno. 
The  Bcene  look  place  on  the  comer 
of  Truman  and  Chosloy  fitreets 
rlghi  down  the  street  from  the 
Black  Panther  Office  df  Richmond, 
At  thi*  time  Bobby  Bowen  (Bb- 
fenso  Captain),  Sleter  CyntlUa,  an 
elderly  brother  and  myielf  were 
In  the  office.  We  had  been  Haien- 
png  to  Eldrldge'a  record  ^'Dlg*' 
and  the  elderly  brother,  who  had 
been  living  In  Richmond  since  i®43, 
vs*  teElng  u*  sojtio  of  tbo  et- 
perlences  he  had  oncouhtered  with 
the  piga.  He  (the  elderly  brother) 
was  telling  u*  how  the  plaJn  clothes 
pigs  would  always  masquerade  as 
■"one  of  the  people"  Jual  long  e- 


ciough  for  his  pig  countDr-parts 
to  run  lo  the  set  to  help  him  sub¬ 
due  the  "crirairLat  type  people". 

The  brotho r was  blowing  whon all 
Of  a  sUHiden  we  hoard  a  loud  crash- 
like  an  accident.  So  wo,  Bobby  and 
myself,  went  lo  investigate,  Vf6 
arrived  on  the  set  In  time  lo  see 
Ihe  pigs  pile  out  of  their  mobile 
pig  poiks  like  Ihe  gang  busters  they 
ore,  wHh  their  clubs  drawnand  the 
mace  polluting  ihe  already  polluted 
air.  It  was  obvloue  thai  the  arrest 
procedure  wa*n'  I  designed  Just  to 
bust  up  a  ''gambling'*  game,  but 
wu  designed  rather  to  provoke  a 
"riot"— Big  tl7 

It  was  well  plotted.  The  racist 
pigs  employed  a  pork- chop  oppor¬ 
tunist,  bootlicking,  sellout  nigger, 
to  bust  the  brothers.  This  Jive  buf¬ 
foon.  had  been  hanging  around  on  tho 
comer  whore  the  brolbor*  were 
lamhifng  all  morning  so  he  could 
point  his  finger  at  the  "culprJta'' , 


This  ho  did  with  great  aest  once 
his  counterparts  oinked  into  the 
sel.  After  the  bUEt  had  reached  its 
high  pitch,  the  pigs  wore  sticking 
the  brother*  in  tbe  ribs  and  bact 
with  their  long— tong  stlckE.  One 
brolher  told  us  thal  ihe  "onlybro- 
thers  that  were  arrested  were  the 
ones  who  'were  Indecisive  fora  mo¬ 
ment,  The  rest  got  away  clean," 
^  pigs,  tight  oa--the  more  you 
oppress  the  people  the  deeper  the 
hatred  and  ncidersLandlng  bacemes 
on  the  part  of  the  people.  Bytreai- 
Ing  the  people  like  thoy  were  dirt, 
you  are  dealing  with  the  "dirt" 
that  will  surely  cover  your  dis¬ 
gusting  pig  bodies.

Two  persons  were  in  the  office 
ai  iho  lime  of  the  bombing,  A  K- 
year-oid  cbamlcal  plant  worker 
associated  with  the  paper  saw  the 
man  who  Ibrew-  the  bomb  and  gave 
chase.  As  he  ran  tb rough  Ih* 
front  door,  iho  device  exploded 
behind  him*  The  bomber  Jumped 
into  a  car  parked  around  the  cor¬ 
ner  and  sped  away.  Ttie  car’ s  li¬ 
cense  plates  wore  COVE? red  with 
Cloth.

went  to  the  window  to  investigate.  At  this 
time  we  observed  ten  car  loads  of  pigs  who 
leaped  out  of  their  ptgmobiles  and  surrounded 
the  office,  all  windows  and  exits*  We  can  see 
this  is  a  clearcut  example  of  how  the  pig  t>ower 
structure  is  moving  across  this  country  ti7ing 
to  destroy  the  Black  Panther  Party  members 
and  offices.  While  the  pigs  were  oinking  out™ 
side,  we  got  on  the  telephone  and  Imme¬ 
diately  talked  with  the  radio  station,  which  in 
turn  put  out  to  the  people  what  was  happening, 
as  it  was  happening.  The  people  responded 
by  running  into  the  streets  of  die  community* 
The  pigs  oinked  a  while  longer,  then  split* 
'  The  masses  are  the  real  heroes,'*  ‘The 
masses  have  boundless  creative  power.'

We  believe  that  all  black  people  should  be  released  from  Ihc  many 
jails  and  prisons  l>ecause  they  have  nol  received  a  fair  and  Impartial  trial 

\Vc  want  all  black  people  when  brought  to  trial  lo  be  tried  In  court  by 
a  jury  of  their  peer  group  or  people  from  their  black  communities,  as 
defined  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

'We  believe  that  the  courts  should  follow  the  United  States  Constitution 
io  that  black  people  will  receive  fair  trials.  The  I4lh  Amendment  of  the 
U.S.  Constitution  gives  a  man  a  nghl  lo  be  tried  by  his  peer  group.  A  peer 
IS  a  person  from  a  similar  economic,  social,  religious,  geographical  en¬ 
vironmental,  historical  and  racial  background.  To  do  ihis  the  court  wdll  be 
forced  to  select  a  jury  from  the  black  coinmiunily  from  which  the  black 
defendant  came.  We  hove  been,  and  ore  being  tried  by  all-while  juries 
that  have  no  understanding  of  the  "average  reasoning  man’'  of  the  black 
community. 

10.  VVe  want  laud,  bread,  housing,  education:,  clothing  Justice  and  peace. 
And  as  otir  major  pulUlcal  objective,  a  United  Natlons-supervised  plebls 
cite  to  be  held  throughout  the  black  colony  in  which  only  black  colonial 
subjects  will  be  allowed  to  participate,  for  the  purpose  of  dcterutlnlng  the 
will  of  black  people  as  lo  their  uatfona)  destiny. 

When,  in  the  course  of  human  evenLs,  it  becomes  necessary  for  one 
people  lo  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with 
another,  and  to  assume,  among  the  pow  ers  of  the  earth,  the  separate  and 
equal  station  to  w  hich  the  laws  of  nature  and  nature's  God  entitle  them,  a 
decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  mankind  requires  that  they  should  declare 
the  causes  which  impel  them  to  the  .separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  seir^jvideni,  that  ail  men  arc  created  equal: 
thni  they  are  endowed  by  their  Cn?alor  with  certain  unalienable  rights:

It  is  the  right  of  ilie  people 
to  alter  or  to  abolish  it.  and  to  institute  a  new  goierrinient,  laving  its 
foundation  on  such  prinelple.s.  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as 
to  them  shall  seem  inost  likely  to  elTect  their  safely  and  happiness,  Pni- 
tlence.  indeed,  will  dictate  that  govern  men  1$  long  esial  ..ed  should  not

As  a  womin  who  has  been  faced  wtili  kaving  lo  live  as  a  member  of  ihc 
"MeiKicaFi'American"  m  monty  as  a  brcadwinnce  and  a  diulhet  raising 
children,  hvrng  in  housing  project  and  having  much  concern  foi  other  ItUntifUS 
'leading  to  much  comnr unity  involvement,  this  was  quiic  j  blow.  I  could  have 
cried  Surely  we  could  have  at  least  come  up  with  something  to  add  lo  that 
staicrnenl  1  sat  back  and  thought,  why?  Why?  I  undieistood  wliy  the  statcmcnl 
had  been  made  and  1  tcallzcd  thal  going  alung  with  the  feelingiof  the  men  at  the 
conveniion  was  perhaps  the  best  thing  to  do  at  the  lime. 

Lookirig  at  our  huEoty,  1  can  see  why  this  would  be  true.  The  toJe  of  the 
Chicana  woman  has  been  a  very  strong  one,  although  a  silent  one.  When  the 
woman  has  seen  the  sulTerinig,of  her  peoples  she  Iras  always  resporided  bravely 
and  as  a  totally  conrniitied  autf  equal  human.  My  mother  told  me  of  how,  during 
the  lime  of  Panclio  Vilb  and  the  revolution  in  McKteo,  slie  saw  the  men  march 
Hi  tough  the  village  continually  Tot  three  days  and  then  die  saw  the  battalion  of 
women  marching  for  a  wiioEe  day.  The  wumen  earned  food  and  supplies-  also, 
they  were  fully  armed  and  wearing  loaded  ^'carrilleras/'  In  battle  they  fought 
alongside  the  men,  Out  of  the  Mexican  revolution  canw  the  revolutionary- 
personage  "Adelila",  who  wore  her  rebuxo  crossed  at  the  btjsom  a$a  symbol  of 
a  i evolutionary  woman  in  Mexico. 

Then  we  have  our  heroine  Juana  Gallo^  a  brave  woman  who  led  het  men  to 
baltfe  against  the  government  after  havmg  seen  her  father  and  other  villagers 
hung  for  defendmg  the  land  uf  the  people.  She  and  many  more  wr>mcn  fought 
bravely  with  their  people.  And  if  called  upon  again,  they  would  be  there 
ulongsrde  the  men  to  fight  to  the  bitter  end. 

And  now,  today,  as  we  hear  ihe  call  of  the  Kaza  and  as  the  dormant,  “doctic" 
Mexican 'American  comes  to  life,  wc  see  Hie  stirring  of  the  people  Wit]i  that  call, 
the  Chicana  wunian  also  stirs  and  I  am  sore  rhat  slie  will  le^vr  her  mark  upon  the 
Mexicari-Amencaii  movemenr  m  the  Soulh'west

A  woman  who  has  no  way  of  expressing  herself  and  realizing  lie rscEf  as  a  full 
human  lias  noitung  else  to  turn  lo  hui  the  owning  u I  material  ihmgs.Shc  builds 
her  ctittic  life  around  ifiesc  and  finds  securiiy  m  tins  way.  All  she  has  to  hvc  fur 
is  her  house  and  family  and  die  becomes  vciy  possessive  of  both,  This  makes  hei 
a  totally  dependent  human.  I>epeitdenl  on  her  husband  and  family.  Most  of  the 
Ch  Hiana  wonven  rn  (his  comfoeluble  situation  are  not  parliculaily  mvotved  in  Hie 
movement.  Many  limes  it  is  because  of  the  fear  of  censorship  in  general 
Censorsliip  from  the  husband,  the  family,  friends  and  society  in  general.  For 
these  reasons  slic  IS  Completely  uiactivc 

Then  you  will  find  the  Chicana  wtih  i  husband  who  was  not  able  Co  fare  so 
very  well  in  the  '‘Society"  and  pethapa  has  had  to  face  defeat  She  is  the  woman 
that  rcilly  surfetS-  Quite  often  the  man  will  rtcK  fight  the  real  Source  of  his 
pEoblems,  be  i(  dhcrfmtnatlon  or  whatever,  but  will  instead  come  home  and  take 
it  out  on  his  family.  As  this  continues,  his  Chicana  becomes  tlie  victim  of  his 
roachiimai  and  woeful  are  (he  Ihe  trials  and  tribulations  of  that  household. 


Much  of  this  is  seen  particularly  in  the  city  The  man,  being  head  of  the 
household  and  unable  lo  fighi  the  system  he  lives  in,  will  very  (Ikdy  lose  face

Tite  Young  Lords  Organisation  took 
over  the  Armltage  Avenue  Methodist 
Church  on  Jtsie  11,  The  ChfUrch,  which 
is  In  the  center  of  YLO  lenilory, 
had  been  used  ha  ■  hangout  when  the 
YLO  was  sdll  a  gTinR,  Alter  the  YLO 
became  a  poUlicol  ortrimlxatlon,  wc 
used  the  Church  sometimos  lor 
meetings.  But  WC  needed  real  office 
space — a  place  whore  people  could 
come  10  find  us,  and  where  we  could 
Lake  care  of  our  business.  We  therefore 
aaked  the  Church  If  we  could  rent  space 
from  them.  For  many  mnntha  ive  had 
asked  themi  but  tliey  always  tumod  us 
down. 

They  had  nn  good  uxcclbc  for  turning 
us  down.  The  Church  has  aaty  about. 
2$  to  ild  membors,  and  they  only  use 
the  Church  for  one  hour  on  Sunday, 
All  the  rest  of  the  week  Lhc  Church  is 
empty. 


The  Church  said  no  to  us.  but  they 
didn't  mind  rcmlng  their  space  to  the 
boys  of  the  pig  power  structure*  IntlL 
the  Yl.O  and  other  ytmth  goi  them 
kicked  out  of  the  Church,  the  Joint 
Youth  Devclepment  Committee,  part  ef 
the  Mumiin  Resources  Commission 
(which  files  dally  reports  to  the 
Mayor's  office  on.  ail  sangs  and 
cemTnunlly  organ!  tatlonsX  hod  rented 
port  of  the  Church  for  tholr  orricQ, 
After  three  days  of  leanotinff  to 
explain  the  sUuallod  to  our  coirununlly, 
tbo  YU>  look  over  the  buEldLpg. 
Wo  immediately  set  lo  work  changing 
the  locks  on  the  doers,  scrubbing  the 
floors,  washing  down  the  walls  and 
KerwralJy  kceplrui:  the  place  free  of 
Utter,  ct  cetera.  Someone  called  the 
pigs,  but  after  discussion  between  the 
VLO  and  the  Church's  board  members 
the  pigs  were  persuaded  to  leave. 


Since  then  several  nvcctlnipi  have 
been  held  between  the  YLO  end  the 
Churches  board  members.  iVc  were 
asking  them  to  rent  ua  office  space  or 
acJl  u£  the  buLldliig*  After  a  few  days 
the  board  members  held  a  pre^a 
conference  to  anooLmce  that  they  will 
let  us  use  the  groiind  floor  of  the 
Church  for  a  children's  care  center 
Monday  through  Friday.  They  said  that 
the  YLO  would  pay  half  iho  utility  costa 
and  bring  the  Church  up  to  Building 
Cede  Standards.  The  b^rd  will  not 
rent  ua  afUce  Apace,  but  have  promised 
that  they  wild  help  us  fJnel  affltce  space 
in  the  nclghborltood.
